35,000 residents of the .sut<- who are 
suffering from this plague. 
The Ohio 
Society for the Prevention of Tttber- 
culosis and the state board of health 
have the plan In charge. 
It is hoped 
to establish 12 hospital districts of 
from four to six counties each, where­ 
in campaigns will be carried on for 
the erection of district tuberculosis 
hospitals to bo maintained jointly by 
the co-operating counties, just as Co­ 
lumbiana, Stark, Mahoning, Portage 
and Summit counties have done. 
In this connection is it worthy to 
note that 32 years ago this month was 
discovered the fatal germ of tubércu­ 
los1» which had caused more deaths 
since the beginning of the human fam­ 
ily than any other disease. 
The dis­ 
covery of this little destroyer, too 
small to he seen by the naked eye, 
changed the whole world’s 
attitude 
toward tuberculosis 
Since the days 
of the ancient A Syrians the destroy­ 
ing germ has ravaged humanity. Less 
than half a century ago the disease 
was regarded as “fatal and hopeless." 
Some people regarded It as a divine 
affliction upon the human race, aud 
an indication of mankind’s degenera­ 


tion. 
Today the civilized nations of the 
world are conducting a universal war 
against the tubercle bacilli. 
Millions 
Of dollars are being spent to con­ 
quer this enemy of the human race. 
In the United States over $20.000.000 
is being expended annually for this 
purpose. 
Science and common sense 
are forcing the little germ to retreat. 
The death rate in 20 years has fallen 
from a ratio of 245 to 158 per 100.000 
population. 
Expert medical research­ 
ers are at work searching for a spe­ 
cific cure, while the nations are con­ 
ducting a vast educational campaign 
to prevent the spread of the disease. 
Physicians have long known that the 
bacilli lurk in everyone’s system wait­ 
ing for the vitality to sink to a low 
ebb, when they can begin their fear­ 
ful scourge. 
Consequently, the 
universal 
cam­ 
paign to make everyone strong enough 
to resist the destroyers. 
The world 
has. thrown open Its windows to let 
in sunlight and

POSITIVE PROOF 


The evening journal La Sera of Rome 
has received a message from Berne 
stating th a t the federal council has 
proposed a guarantee of neutrality and 
has offered to convert th e whole of 
Sw itzerland into a colossal Red Cross 
hospital cam p for the reception of the 
wounded, irrespective of nationality. 
Surgery and medicine did not come 
Into use on the battlefield before tin- 
last decade of the eighteenth century. 
Before th a t 
tim e wounded soldiers 
were either carried to the rear by their 
com rades or left unattended to aud 
exposed until the lighting w as over. 
Surgical assistance did not reach th** 
battlefield until the day a fte r the en­ 
gagem ent or even later, and for many 
of the wounded it was then too late. 
In 1702 Baron Dominique Jean Tor­ 
rey of th e French arm y introduced his 
system of “am bulances volante:*” or Hy­ 
ing field hospitals, capable of moving 
rapidly from 
place to place. 
They 
gave prim ary surgical treatm en t and re 
moved the wounded quickly from the 
field. 
Napoleon 
warm ly 
supported 
Larrev, 
and 
th e system 
soon 
was 
brought to a high state of efficiency in 
the grand arm y. 
The founder of the Red Cross so 
clety wa* Jean Henri P u n an t, a phil­ 
anthropic citizen of Geneva, Sw itzer­ 
land. On Ju n e 11.1859, he chanced to be 
present a t the battle of Solferino and 
was an eyew itness to the vast am ount 
of unnecessary suffering th a t resulted 
from the inability of the regular surgi­ 
cal corps to care for the thousands of 
wounded 
who 
lay 
upon 
the 
field 
Three years later he published a book 
describing the horrors of w ar and pro­ 
posing volunteer societies to supple­ 
ment the m ilitary surgical corps. 
A fter the publication of his book an 
agitation began which resulted in call 
ing an international conference a t Ge 
nova in 18(13. 
In October of th a t year 
the G eneva convention w as signed, 
which neutralized the surgical corps 
of hostile arm ies and volunteer socie­ 
ties caring for the wounded.
